ORDINANCE No. 87 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING 
ORDINANCES NOS. 11 AND 72 OF 
THE CITY OF MENLO PARK 
AND PROVIDING FOR THE VAC- 
CINATION OF DOGS IN CON- 
FORMITY WITH THE PROVIS- 


IONS OF ORDINANCE NO. 82 OF 
SAID CITY. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby im- 
posed an annual dog tax in the 
sum of $2.50 on every male dog and 
nutered female dog, and an an- 
nual license tax in the sum of $3.50 
on every female dog, owned or 
harbored in the City of Menlo 
Park, which said tax shall be due 
and payable annually in advance 
without demand to the License Col- 
lector of said City from every per- 
son owning or harboring any such 
dogs; provided, however, that the 
amount of said tax for any part of 
the last six months in any fiscal 
year shall be one-half of the re- 
spective amounts of that specified; 
provided further, all dogs under the 
age of four months, and every dog 
temporarily within said City for a 
period of not exceeding fifteen days, 
are excepted from the provisions of 
this Section. All dog licenses shail 
expire On the 30th day of June of 
the fiscal year for which it is is- 
sued. Upon collecting the required 
tax the License Collector shall is- 
sue to said person a numbered li- 
cense tag which shall be attached 
to the collar or harness of the dog 
heensed. 

SECTION 2. There is hereby add- 
ed to said Ordinance No. 11 a new 
section which shall be designated 
“1A” and shall read as follows:— 

“Section 1A. Upon payment of the 


dog tax required herein, the person 
so paying shall be entitled to have 
the dog or dogs for which said tax 
is paid, vaccinated with canine 
rabies vaccine by a qualified vet- 
erinarian designated by the City 
Council and approved by the Health 
Officer of the City of Menlo Park. 

Said vaccination herein provided 
for and mentioned shall be made 
pursuant to and in conformity with 
the provisions of Ordinance No. 82 
of the City of Menlo Park entitled, 
“An ordinance of the City of Men- 
1d Park to prevent the introduction 
of rabies, or other animal diseases 
dangerous to human beings in said 
City, providing for the control and 
eradication of rabies, and other 
animal diseases in said City, requir- 
ing the muzzling and confinemert 
of cats, dogs and other animals and 
prescribing a penalty for the viola- 
tion of said Ordinance.” 

It is provided that any 
person applying for a dog license 
under the provisions of Section 1 
of this Ordinance who produces and

St. Augustine, Fla.—Excavation 
work being done in connection with | 
the restoration of Fort Marion is 
bringing to light an abundance of 
historical relics of Spanish and In- 
dian lore.

Fort Marion, known during the 
period of European domination as 
Castillo de San Marcos, was estab- 
lished by presidential proclamation 
as a national monument in 1924.
